After a week’s recess, the representa- 
tives of the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization and the American Federation of 
Labor meet again tomorrow at the Hotel 
Willard. 

At the negotiations’ table, it is important 
to note, there will not sit the CIO officers 
and members opposed to the officers and 
members of the A. F. of L. 


Quite to the contrary, there the line-up 
will be: On the one side, the executive 
council of the A. F. of L., relying on col- 
lusion with the employers; on the other 
side, the combined membership of the CIO 
and A. F. of L. and the officers of the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization. 


The members of the A. F. of Le and CIO 
alike have a grave interest in the victory of 
genuine unity, that unity which is based on 
industrial unionism for the mass production 
industries and which will advance the labor 
movement. 

That is the “why” of the urgent neces- 
sity for A. F/of L. unions to support the CIO

What the Fascists Wish 
Concealed in Majorca 

© Fascist concealment of the transforma- 
tion of Majorca, one of the stfategic Balearic 
Islands belonging to Spain, into an Italian 
war base in the Mediterranean, was assisted 
by The New York Times. 

Here are the facts: 

Yesterday The New York Times featured 
on its front page a dispatch from its cor- 
respondent George Axelsson, who admitted 
that he was qualified by the Fascists to in- 
vestigate” the situation in Majorca “on ac- 
count of my documents from previous stays 
in insurgent Spain.” Axelsson pooh-poohed 
what everybody knows: that Majorca is an 
Italian war base and a station for troops to 
be transshipped to Spain to aid General 
Franco. To make his story sound credible, 
Axelsson admitted that there were 500 Ital- 
ian Fascist and Nazi aviators and ground 
aides. with 100 fighting planes. 

Yet on the very same day, the London 
Daily Herald, the organ of the British Labor 
Party, revealed from unimpeachable sources 
the startling news that there were 30,000 
Italian Fascist troops in Majorca at the very 
moment Axelsson and a group of other pro- 
Fascist correspondents were hoodwinking 
the world. In fact, the Herald reported, the 
correspondents were invited for the first time 
to visit Majorca, though it has been under 
Italian Fascist control since the first day of 
toe Fascist renellion in Spain. The cor- 
respondents were handpicked; only those 
with the proper documents, as Axelsson ad- 
mits, were allowed to make the trip. 

And The New York Times readily lends 
its pages to a Fascist publicity stunt to cover 
up the fact that Mussolini has transformed 
Majorca into a base for the extension of the 
war in the Mediterranean into a European 
war, and for the time being, as a point of 
attack on Barcelona and Valencia, with Ital- 
ian troops held ready for embarkation to 
Spain at a moment’s notice. 

While the British Tories give Mussolini 
all the time he needs in the non-intervention 
committee, Italian Fascist troops are rushed 
to North Africa and Majorca to aid Franco.

The National Tory government looked forward to 
the election results anxiously. Prominent issues were, 
of course, municipal. But in these days the strong 
undertone is national and international. Chamberlain 
tacticians in the Conservative Party expected a Con- 
servative trend and were ready to precipitate another 
General Election if the voting showed a rightward 
swing. Tories, fearful lest continued capitulation 
to the Fascists will ultimately insure a Labor Party 
parliamentary victory in England, would like to get 
a longer lease on the government before the people 
are fully awake. 


Had the Labor Party leadership not resisted Com- 
munist proposals for a People's Front the municipal 
election gains would have been much greater and the 
perspectives for a Labor Party victory even brighter 
than they are today. 

The Communist Party of Great Britain supported 
the Labor Party municipal candidates. Urging unity, 
the Commimists pointed out that a united working 
class and progressive forces gaining in the municipal 
elections would prepare the way for a labor majority 
in parliament.

The coaches have them taken chiefly to pick out the flaws in 
their teams, and just as every good play is recorded, so is every 
error. This means that a modern football player, unless he has 
a very tough bide and is immune to criticism, cannot afford to 
let down for a second. He must move at top speed for 60 minutes 
unless he wants to sit in the darkened room on Monday and 
* have the coach pick him te pieces. 

Now there are many times in a game when a player must want 
to loaf just a little bit: times When, a bit weary from the beating « 
tackle or a guard has been giving him, he wants to stay out of a play 
or two and let somebody else get the bumps. 

I believe the nation’s football players would vote to have ali 
Cameras barred from stadia. But that never will be done. The next 
step, I suppose, will be to take the games in technicolor: so even the 
blushes of the players when they make mistakes will be shown. 

One thing is certain, however. They never will make sound 
pictures of the games. If you have ever heard a couple of tough
